of the most startling1 character repard- 
ing1 a correspondence between Presi- 
dent Cleveland and the Spanish minis- 
ter, Senor Dupuy de Lome, concerning 
the future course of this country to- 
ward Cuba, was current here Sunday.

Spanish minister whether he had any 
information that he might be willing-' 
to give regarding1 the future course of 
Spain toward the insurgents in Cuba. 
To this suggestion .Senor Dupuy de 
Lome is said to have sent a reply in 
which he assured the president that 
within GO days from the date thereof, 
November 1, Spain would have crushed 
the revolution 
or 
withdrawn 
her 


troops 
from 
the 
island. 
To 


this astounding1 rejoinder, 
President 


Cleveland is said to have replied, on 
the following1 day, that fie would con- 
sider the information imparted by the 
Spanish minister as sufficient to justify 
this government in delaying1 any -action 
until tho expiration of the time named 
and that by the same token he would 
feel justified in recommending- recog- 
nition of the Cuban republic should 
thc Spanish government fail to restore 
peace within two months. 


In the opinion of those who know 


thc Spanish minister this move on his 
part is regarded as a clever diplomatic 
attempt to forestall any action by the 
president based on the report that Con- 
sul General Lee is believed to be about 
to make and to secure a postponement 
of action by the executive until the 
winter campaign shall have been in- 
augurated.

enes, and the blue glass remedy was 
used ten years ago, but the combina- 
tion of two kinds of light is entirely 
new. It has been found that a 
ray

cis when it is divided up into parts nnd 
administered in Ulne-eoated 
homfro- 


pathic doses. 


A great many new discoveries have 


been made of late, relative to the. prop- 
erties of sunlight, of which the most 
important is the existence of the X 
ray. which caused so much exciteincnt 
at the time of its denouement. 


As is well known, a ray of light is ex- 


ceedingly complex in its makeup, being 
composed of the seven 
color 
rays— 


violet, indigo, 
blue, 
green, yellow, 


orange and red, which are visible to the 
ordinary eyesight—besides at least two 
invisible rays, na-mely, the X ray of Dr. 
Koentgen on the violet end of the spec- 
trum, and the infrared ray discovered 
by Prof. Langley, of the Smithsonian 
i n s t i t u t i o n . 
Knch of these 
invisible 


rays has a specific chemical effect, which 
is chiefly manifested in the process of 
photography. H is, therefore, reason- 
able to i n f e r that each of the different 
color rays may have ils own peculiar 
ofliee, chemical or otherwise. 
By a 


series of experiments Dr. 
,T. Mount 


Illeyer.'of New York, who has 
been 


working on this subject for many years, 
h-as been able to show that certain color 
rays are more efficacious 
in killing 


germs than others. 


lie has found that the blue, red and 


orange rays have a pronounced chem- 
ical effect upon organic matter, and of 
these the bine is the most powerful. 
Now. there is. of course, a certain pro- 
portion of blue in every ray of light, 
but if the amount can be increased it 
is n a t u r a l to suppose that its beneficial 
effects will be greater. 
For 
fhis rea- 


son il was at. first believed that an en- 
tirely blue .'atmosphere—speaking lit- 
erally—would be the bcsf destroyer 
of germs. By experiment upon the liv- 
ing body, however, it was found that 
the-undiluted hhio was too powerful, 
and finally T>. Tileyer hit upon (he plan 
of allernating it with streaks of white. 
This treatment was a.t first used upon 
patients afflicted w i t h nervous diseases, 
and the effect 7>roduccd was very bene- 
ficial. 
But owing to its known chem- 


ical effects upon germs 
Dr. 
Bleycr 


tried it upon 1he various 
infectious 


diseases, and with sneh good 
results 


that he proposes, with Iho aid of a 
stock company, which has been formed 
by sevora,! prominent physicians, 
to 


build a hospital solely for this purpose. 
—Washington Star.
